It is said to be the 
lurgest: creamery in Canada, It) em- 
ploys 120 men ,26 teams and a motor 
truck, When building operations, now 
under way, are complete, its capacity 
will be doubled and the best modern 
machinery will be installed in all its 
departments.

The ammonia refrigerator plant of 
40-ton capacity will supply cold for 
storage or for cooling the milk or for 
making ice cream.

Already ice cream is being ship- 
ped to Tete Jaune Cache on the Ib. 
C. side of the Rockies, and northward 
to Athabasca. In a few years more 
they may supply ice cream to the 
dining cars between Edmonton and 
Prince Rupert; and to the steamers 
of the north for their excursions to 
the land of the midnight sun..
